Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1,6-15, 18-28, 31-36, and 39-42 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
arguments in the appeal brief of 9/25/2009 are persuasive. The prior art does not teach 
using cookies from affiliated servers to authenticate a user, clicking on a logout link at 
any of the sites present at any affiliated server that the user has visited, retrieving 
information from a first cookie containing information about the affiliated servers the 
user has visited, and using the information in the first cookie to clear the second cookies 
downloaded to the user's computer and to log the user out of all the affiliated servers 
visited by the user following authentication. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
